Tile 
reason of this was that there1 was 
no centralization of jurisdiction to 
deal with tile various subject mat­ 
ters and no system of administra­ 
tion provided for carrying out the 
provisions. 
In spite of this much 
good has been accomplished in com­ 
munities where some noble spirited 
energetic citizen or official worked 
up the enthusiasm and brought 
about co-operation. 
As th** law stands today the cen 
tralization of jurisdiction seems to 
be Iix**d. the system of administra­ 
tion as to co-ordinating the various 
organizations and officials uncer­ 
tain and poor. 
In a measure each 
community must work out its own 
pl rn . Co-operation is what we need 
and co-operation is what tin juven­ 
ile court of Petti.- county is asking 
Without co-operation it means more 
expense and less accomplisknu nt, 
with co-operation more accomplish­ 
ment and less expense. 
Before closing I wish to call your 
attention to another public welfare 
law p a s s e d in 1917. This law indi­ 
rectly affects the operation of tilt 
juvenile coourt. 
The law to wha ii

is 
known as “Needy mothers and de­ 
pendent childed—support of. ’ 
This law provides “The county 
court 
shall appropriate out 
of tile monies in the* county treas­ 
ury hoi otherwise appropriated and 
placed at the disposal of the county 
boat ti of welfare, suc h sums as ma; 
be necessary to provide for the,sup­ 
port of needy mothers, etc. 
The law further provides for not 
more than $16 pel month to motile! 
with one child and not less than 
$8 per month for each additiona 
c hild# until the sum reache s $10 pe 
month. 
You have heard of “jokers” in 
laws . Note the joker in the above: 
“Not otherwise appropriated.” 
It is remarkable how fond we arc 
of jokes and “jokers.” 
The same authority that provides 
that a prisoner SHALL be properly 
clothed, sheltered and 
fed: 
tile 
same authority' that provides thai 
an officer SHALL be paid his sal­ 
ary, is the same authority that pro­ 
vides that the needy' mother and 
child shall have. 
There being no joke attached to 
the two first propositions, we pro­ 
ceed to apply the “joker” to the 
third. 
We appropriate 
for othei 
things, incltiding our salary, until 
all has been otherwise appropriated 
and then apply Christ’s admonition 
to Satan and sa' 
to 
the 
needy 
mother and child, “Go hence.” 
Such economy* is false economy. 
A petition is filed iu ii** juvenile 
court informing the court that a 
needy mother’s rive children arc 
neglected children. 
The court is 
then put to this alternative: 
Not 
having any “joker” to hide behind, 
the judge must either violate his 
oath of office or else proceed to 
place these children in comfortable 
homes at an expense approximating 
$100 
per 
month 
payable by the 
county, 
lf 
proper appropriations 
had been made and p*. nsion granted 
there might be an humble but yet 
happy home with mother and live 
children at a cost not exceeding $40 
per month. Does this impress upon 
y ou any rn sd of co-operation? 
you may say we are liable to be 
imposed upon. 
Without co-opera­ 
tion. yes; with cooperation and co

proper investigation and proper ad­ 
judication.

your approval, I will have more to 
say along lines of perfecting a co­ 
op* ration, to the end that we may 
secure for our community the best 
results to which we are entitled.

A government farm loan associa­ 
tion was organized at Otterville on 
tilt* 19th of January. The territory 
included in the charter is all of 
Cooper county, the east half of Fet­ 
us county, the north half of Moriah 
county and the west half of Moni­ 
teau county.

association 
are as follow*;;

The federal law under which the 
association was organized provides 
that loans may be made to farmers 
at 5 12 per celli and the time is for 
thirty-six years, with privilege of 
paying^ in full any time after five 
y ears. The loans are made on the 
amortization plan, whereby a pay­ 
ment of about 6 per e**ni annually 
on the principal sum will provide 
full payment of interest and princi­ 
pal at the end

Only farmers who operate their 
farms may obtain loans. They can 
borrow' an amount equal to 50 per 
cent of the appraised value of their 
land and 20 per cent of the value 
of insurable improvements.
